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Note for 




The period from two to six years of age is the most appropriate time for children to 
absorb and learn languages. 

For young children learning a second language (English language to our case) is 
not a problem provided it is presented in a meaningful way - through conversation. 
They must be given plenty of time to listen and to understand before they can be 

expected to speak. 

Children naturally absorb language by listening and imitating others Since 
children coming to our schools have different social and cultural backgrounds, it is 
important to provide them with a wide variety of experiences and opportunities to 
express their thoughts and feelings. Speaking, listening, reading and writing go 
hand in hand. Therefore, we must try to provide an environment integrating all four 
modes of language skills so that their progress in the arena of language is natural

1 . General Conversation 



The best way to develop speaking skills is t'o get children talking to them about 
hemselves, their family pets, toys, favourite TV programs, friends, their home . . - 
*tc. It should be an on going process. In the beginning the teacher will have to 

nitiate the talk, until the children get confidence to do so themselves. 

1 . Enrichment of Vocabulary 

This can be done early morning in the group lesson. Children must be exposed to a 
vide range of vocabulary and variety of words to make them express themselves.

a. Classified Cards 

Each picture on the card depicts only one environment as a whole, and then 
several other sards bearing the pictures of that environment are shown e.g.

Each card bears a picture of one thing only without any time .on it e.g. car, 
boat, hat, fan, cap etc. 

c. Things in the Environment 

It contains objects, which the child sees around him both indoors and 
outdoors. 

E.g.: Indoors - chair, table, fan, door, window etc. 

Outdoor - tree, flowers, swings, slide etc. 

d. Vocabulary Basket 

The vocabulary basket contains miniature objects e.g. airplane, book, iron, 
candle, purse, train etc. Names of things are taught by correct pronunciation. 
Objects are taken out one by one from the basket and shown to children. 
First children can be asked to name the objects and then the teacher tells 

them the name.
